Moore’s songs achieved a 
popularity which time has hardly 
dimmed. Such songs as ‘‘Oft in the 
Stilly Night’, ‘“The Meeting of the 
Waters”, and ‘‘Last Rese of Sum- 
mer” are known and sung all over 
the world. 

The excellent portrait of Moore 
by the Irish artist, Sir M. Archer 
Shee, which hangs in the National 
Gallery of Ireland, has been select- 
ed for reproduction in the stamp.

On September 6 the Engineers 
stamp was released at Chicago 
with 318,493 first day covers and 
1,776,429 stamps sold. 

The Women in the Armed Serv- 
ices issue had its first day at 
Washington, D.C. September 11 
when 308,062 covers were serviced 
and 472,758 stamps sold. 

The Bible commem was cancel- 
led on 387,078 first day covers and 
1,249,477 stamps sold the first day 
at Washington, D.C. September 30.

types of collecting. 

But I contend, and think I could 
prove, that collecting precancels 
can be a lot of fun if one goes 
about i! right. It has numerous ad- 
vantages. First, most of them can 
be secured for a very modest sum 
when compared to other stamps. 
Second, don’t be deceived into 
thinking they are too easy to find, 
either. The fun lies partly in the 
chase, as in all collecting, and 
there are hundreds of precancels 
which are priced in pennies, but 
which will take a bit of looking 
around to locate. 

One advantage a precancel col- 
lector often has is to run across 
the kind of collector who throws

Precancel Stamp Society Is 
Sponsor; Founded In 1923; 
Has International Membership

First of all, what is a precancel? Essentially, it is a stamp that 
has been canceled before being affixed to mail matter. Further, it 
generally carries the name of the post office of issue and the abbre- 
viation of the state in which the office is located—both between parallel 
lines or bars. This overprint is usually applied to the stamps in panes 
of 100, either by press printing, handstamping, or by the use of other 


special devices. 
Why are stamps precanceled? 


Fundamentally, precanceling is a 


labor-saving expedient for the post office of issue. As precanceled 
stamps are generally used in quantity mailings, their use avoids the 
need for canceling the stamps on the individual pieces of mail. 


If 200 or more identical pieces— 
that is, printed circulars or the like, 
are mailed at one time, part of 
the saving is passed on to the 
mailer in the form of a reduction 
of Yc in the rate per piece. Pre- 
cancels are also used in other 
ways, but most of them are used 
on circulars and are of denomina- 
tions of 2c or less. 

The convenience and time saved 
in using precancels has led to their 
use on parcel post. The shortage 
of help during the Christmas rush 
in many post offices has been re- 
lieved by precanceling the stamps 
for use on Christmas  ackages be- 
fore the rush. In addition, shippers 
who send out many packages by 
parcel post and wish to avoid all 
unnecessary delay or possible dam- 
age to contents by hand-canceling 
often buy precanceled stamps for 
such use. These uses make pos- 
sible a wide variety of denomina- 
tions--and even Special Delivery or 
Special Handling stamps—in pre- 
canceled condition. 

Postage due stamps have also 
been precanceled in many post of- 
fices. About the end of World War 
I, a tax was imposed of parcel 
post, payment of which was often 
indicated by documentary revenue 
stamps; these were sometimes pre- 
canceled. 

When the air-mail rates changed 
in 1923 and 1926, post offices with 
remainders of the obsolete values 
were allowed to precancel them 
for use on ordinary parcel post. 
Stamped envelopes of the lower 
denominations have also been pre- 
canceled, usually on government 
contract and in standard printing 
styles. 

The handstamps, printing type 
or plates, etc. that are used to 
precancel stamps are called ‘‘de- 
vices.’’ In contrast with ordinary 
post-canceling handstamps, the size 
of the overprint is usually such 
that it will appear once and only 
once on each stamp of the small 
regular-issue size. Although a few 
precanceling devices consist of on- 
ly one subject--that is, precancel 
only one stamp at a time--most of 
them contain 10, 25, or 100 sub- 
jects. 

Most of the precancels issued 
prior to 1932, and some since that 
date, were made in the local post 
offices with flat 25-subject rubber 
handstamps supplied by the govern- 
ment. These were inked on a stamp 
pad and applied four times to pre- 
cancel a pane of 100 stamps. With 
continued use, many of these de- 
vices showed signs of wear and 
warping and no longer produced 
readable impressions. Consequent- 
ly, the Post Office Department be- 
gan in 1932 to supply devices hav- 
ing slightly curved steel surfaces

for application by hand with a 
slight rocking: motion. Devices of 
this type are still being issued. 

Special machines were devised 
some forty years ago for precane 
celing coil stamps by means of a 
printing wheel, the stamps being 
fed through the device and ree 
rolled; a few of these machines are 
still in use. 

Some post offices need precan- 
cels in such large quantities that 
making them by hand would not 
be practical. Most such offices are 
furnished 100-subject electroplates 
and make arrangements with a 
local printer to precancel their 
stamps on a printing press. 

Post offices having the greatest 
need for precancels in quantity 
order them directly from the Post 
Office Department in Washington. 
The Department has such precan- 
cels prepared at the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing by means 
of an extra printing plate inserted 
in the rotary presses on which 
the stamps themselves are made, 
Precancels so prepared are known 
as ‘“‘Bureau Prints.” 

Beginning in July, 1938, postal 
regulations have required the users 
of precancels above the 5 cent 
value to apply their initials and the 
month of use to each stamp. Pre- 
cancels showing this additional in- 
formation are known as ‘“‘Dateds.”” 

A few mail-order concerns are 
given special permission to precan- 
cel the stamps they receive as re- 
mittances for use on their outgoing 
mail. Such precanceling is now 
usually done with handstamps 
showing both the city and state 
and the user’s initials and date; 
the resulting precancels are called 
“Integrals” because the dating is 
done in the same operation as the 
precanceling. 

Space does not permit going fur- 
ther into the details of precancel- 
ing techniques, but just about 
every possible method has been 
tried at one time or another. Never- 
theless, the vast majority of pre 
cancels came about as described 
above. 


PRECANCEL COLLECTING 


There are probably more differs 
ent United States precancels than 
there are different postage stamps 
of the world. It is thus apparent 
that precancel collecting is a very 
large field indeed. Although there 
are a few large generalized col- 
lections of precancels containing 
more than 100,000 varieties, most 
precancel collectors limit their aw

Because BUROS have the town 
and state names, they are very 
“collectible” and readily assume 
collecting patterns that are pleas- 
ing. They are precancels just like 
the “city types” or “‘locals’’, but 
they are “born that way’’. 

The ordinary local or city type 
stamp is just what the name im- 
plies: a stamp precanceled locally. 
The postmaster just takes a sheet 
of unused stamps and used his rub- 
ber or metal handstamp, or has it 
done on a printing press, locally. 
The local is fully collectible, but 
the BURO is still more desirable! 

For example, to get a complete 
collection of locals would involve 
about 600,000 different items. A 
complete BURO collection will be 
about 6,000> 

Collecting BUROS is very simple. 
Many come your way in the regular 
mail. Many others can. be obtained 
by trading for them. The harder 
items may require purchase, but 
there are many dealers, and it is 
possible to achieve completeness. 

For many years I have conduct- 
ed a column for beginners in an- 
other weekly magazine, and from 
time to time have been called up- 
on for advice in getting started in 
BUROS. My advice is simple, get 
a catalog so you will know what 
is possible, set up some sort of an 
album, and then get some BUROS. 

The catalog is published once a 
year, shows pictures of all the 
types of overprints, and fully iden- 
tifies and prices all the stamps. 
It is so accurate that “if it aint 
in the BURO catalog, it aint no 
BURO!” This holds Strictly true, 
except for the very latest issues, 
published after the date of the 
catalog. Prices are accurate, too, 
and most dealers use it as a basis, 
though lower prices may be ob- 
tained on occasion. 

Now an album, I suggest a blank 
loose leaf album. Better get a kind 
that you can get more paper for, 
since it always happens that you 
never forsee need for enough space 
when you start. I use a page for 
each state as a minimum: and 
never try to crowd. I lay out the 
pages from the catalog, using a 
light sharp pencil, arranging it so 
the notes will be covered by the 
stamp. I put spaces for each and 
every stamp listed in the catalog, 
and leave a few spaces for possible 
future issues. It pays to leave 
plenty of room. 

_ Mounting is done with hinges, 
just like your best U. S. Neatness 
Pays, and is relatively easy. 

As to getting a start in the BUR- 
OS themselves, my advice is to 
buy a packet, as large as you 
conveniently can afford. There are 
many dealers who run offers in 
LINN’s; look in the classified sec- 
tion. If you dont see packets of- 
fered, write and ask some precan- 


Those Interesting “Buros’; 
Theyre Washington Made

BUROS mean United States Bureau Printed Precancels, and is the 
short way of referring to the most fascinating form of collecting U. S. 

BUROS are printed in the Bureau of Engraving and Printing in 
Washington D. C. You say, that is just like all our U. S. stamps. That 
is true, but there is an added difference with our BUROS. These 
have the cancelation printed at the same time the stamp is printed. 
That is to say, a two-color press is used, one color making the stamp 
and the other making the cancelation. Of course, the stamp is printed 
by “‘intaglio engraving” and the cancelation consists of the town and 
state names, with lines, printed by ‘‘typography.”’ But the principle 
is the same, a two color job is the 


finished’ product. 





cel dealer, they may be so busy 
with their approvals and special 
want lists that they may not ad- 
vertise them, but they do have 
them, and they are low priced. 

One may ask, why a packet? 
Well, I admit it will have all the 
common stamps, but, say a packet 
of 1,000 costs you $15, then your 
average price is only 1.5c apiece, 
and where could you get a dealer 
to pick out and sell stamps for that 
little? 

A packet of 500 can be had for 
around $3, reducing the cost per 
stamp, (and maybe a little more 
in the beginner’s line, pocket-book- 
wise!) But the larger packet will 
include, at the same low price, a 
whole lot of th® harder to get 
items. And you will want them all 
eventually, 

With your catalog, your album 
and now your stamps, you are 
ready to start. I suggest sorting 
the packet by states. Then work 
on one state at a time, sort by 
towns and cities. I work by the 
alphabet, and suggest you do the 
same. Then I take the city of which 
I have the most, and sort them 
out by the catalog, and in the same 
order. | 

Then I mount. And first thing 
you know, I hafta call in the wife 
to see how pretty it is! (And if 
she is the right kind of stamp 
widow, and oohs and abhs over it, 
you will feel amply repaid!) And 
of course, if you have no wife, you 
can enjoy the looks of it yourself! 

After you have mounted all your 
packet, you are ready for more. 
Some of these will come in your 
mail, and when soaked off and 
dried, are ready to be placed in the 
album. Dealers are also ready to 
service you with approvals, want 
list service, new issues, as well as 
auctions, and plenty of special of- 
fers. 

Approvals will help for a while, 
then you will probably graduate to 
the want list, where you send your 
favorite dealer a list of some few 
items you want most. He will sub- 
mit on approval all that he can, 
which may not be all listed. 

We have several good auction 
dealers, who offer the better items, 
in the hope that competitive bids 
will get the best price and locate 
the best buyer. It often does, and 
I have, just as often, picked up 
some good bargains! 

After your, collection is well 
along, you may run into some few 
items a bit out of the ordinary. 
For example, you may find a nice 
looking block of four, or coil pair. 
What tc do with it? Well, of course 
you can tear it up into its singles, 
and even burn _ the unwanted 
singles, for it is yours. But I 
don’t advocate doing that. An oc-

PRECANCEL INTRIGUE 
THE THIRD WORLD 


Has it ever occurred to you that 
the cancellation as we know it has 
been with us a long time but 
longer still in a form that could 
not rightfully be’ called a cancel- 
lation? Not until stamps were used 
did we have a cancellation. Pre- 
viously of course it must be called 
a postmark. 

With the advent of stamps the 
postmark then had a dual purpose. 
It must record the dispatching 
town and provide a means to make 
null and void a further use of the 
stamp attached to the missive. 

Far more collectors are inter- 
ested in cancellations than is com-

brings to mind the First Day cover 
collectors, » Highway Post Office 
cover, Airmail First Flights, Air- 
port Dedication, Naval Covers, 
Paqueboat covers and so on. 

Then there are many interested 
in cancellations on stamps sans the 
cover. In the foreign field and 
more recently in this country on 
our recent commemoratives there 
seems to be a trend, and last but 
not least the Precancel. 

No doubt in this issue you will 
find several definitions of a Pre- 
cancel. Briefly ‘‘cancelled before” 


| seems to sum up the thing. These 


stamps played a bigger part in the 
development of our country than is 
generally considered. Our great 
country was built on Yankee grit 
determination, speed and inven- 
tive ability. The mails and its use 
as a medium of advertising was 
no small factor and the cancella- 
tion that carried much of this ad- 
vertising was the PRECANCEL— 
different, intriguing, sometimes 
common, sometimes scarce. 

Americans are often chided by 
their foreign cousins for their rest- 
lessness and just plain love for 
speed. Well speed is the one big 
excuse for the use of. precancels 
in the mails. N. R. Hoover in his 
“History of Precancels’”’ states that 
the years around 1893-1896 were 
really the beginning of Precance!s. 

Of course there were kinds of 
Precancels long before that time 
but in the fashion as we consider 
precancels today the precancel 
really had its start in that period. 
To those who believe that every- 
thing occurs in cycles they can 
point out such a happenstance in 
the Precancel field. When first in- 
troduced it was primarily used to 
help move the third class mail 
more. quickly which of course was 
the advertising mediums scattered 
to the four corners of our country. 

Other classes of mail are known 
with forms of precancelled stamps, 
even first class mail can be sent, 
under certain regulations, with pre- 
cancelled stamps. In 1912 when 
Parcel Post was introduced and 
the Parcel Post stamps were slow- 
ly being discarded there was a def- 
inite trend to use precancels on 
package mail. 

The peak was reached some time 
in the ’20s and took a definite 
drop in the late ’30s. The reasons? 
Metered mail and certain strangu- 
lating regulations deemed necessa- 
ry to protect the revenue of the De- 
partment. So once again we are 
back to the stage where we first 
came in, the advertising medium 
and the low values on bulletins 
and what not. 

The few Precancels used on 
Parcel Post is in relation to usage 
in times past quite small but in 
a few cases scarce enough to cause 
prohibitive prices or values on 
the stamps. Records are very few 
as to numbers issued and what 
values were used, who used them, 
how..and why. It certainly is a 
field for the person who has the 
knack for “digging up things’. 

More recently records are more 
complete for those issues coming 
directly out of Washington. Almost 
half of the post offices in the 
United States have used or have 
been authorized to use Precancels. 
The towns that have been author- 
ized to use Precancels and have 
never done so constitute a puzzle 
to many an inquisitive collector 
that he will want to try and solve. 

There is a story behind the scene 
in almost every instance. Once in 
a while one can be solved like the 
time the advance agent for a circus 
took out a permit to mail out 
dodgers for a traveling circus. Too 
much time was spent in getting the 
equipment to be used. The show 
had come and gone by the time 





the equipment arrived and the PM 


monly supposed. A quick survey | ing 





wondered what in the world he was 
going to do with the stuff now that 
he had it. 

I know of another story some- 
what similar to the above. There 
was a delay in getting equipment 
so a makeshift cancellation was 
employed before the regular equip- 
ment arrived. Two such instances 
are recorded in OHIO and a third 
is known but never proven. A 
story behind each. 

All this adds up to intrigue. 

used only once, plates 
resurected after long years of lay- 
ing dormant, two types of precan- 
cellation on one stamp, all these 
are surely food for the hungry 
student of research. Errors, color- 
ed cancellations, dates, and fields 
both large and small are open to 
the inquisitive collector. 

Many times I have heard the 
statement “I would like to collect 
Precancels but I am afraid to”. 
Why? Because those collectors 
wanted to continue their present 
collections and were afraid if they 
took up Precancels that they would 
beceme all-absorbing and crowd 
out all other interests. The old say- 
“Twice Happy is the man who 
has a hobby, for he has two worlds 
to live in”, can be amended to 
this ‘‘Thrice happy is a man who 
has a hobby and collects Precan- 
cels, for he has Three worlds to 
live in’’.

The Plain Truth 


Under a heading “Philatelic Diversity”, in the September number 
of the Mercury Stamp Journal, a house organ of the Mercury Stamp 
Company, is an article presumably by Mr. Edwin Mueller which 
eontains some words which are of particular interest to us. The 
whole article is well worth reading for the 
frank information and advice which it 
contains, but we are most interested in a 
very long paragraph which we will quote 
and then proceed to make reply to. We 
quote .... 


“The many different ways in which 
collectors take up our hobby are also 
a big headache for the editors and pub- 
lishers of philatelic magazines. Most 
of them have given up the struggle to 
provide reading matter which is inter- 
esting to all philatelists and have con- 
centrated on a limited field, trying to 
build up a large clientele from the spe- 
cialists in that field. But the magazines 
which still want to serve all philatel- 
ists, among them those published by 
the all-round philatelic societies, have 
problems on their hands which are 
practically insoluble. As their circle of 
of readers comprises collectors who are 
interested in hundreds of different 
fields, it is natural that an issue of the 
magazine which contains articles in special fields will have no at- 
traction for the large majority of the readers because they are in- 
terested in other fields, Collector specialists who subscribe to a 
philatelic magazine often complain after some time that not one 
article in their special field was published and therefore they feel 
it a waste of money to continue their subscripition...“However, 
failure to supply suitable reading matter to collectors of all kinds 
is responsible for the fact that only a small precentage of collec- 
tors subscribe to philatelic magazines and all independent maga- 
zines have a hard time making ends meet. All magazines try 
to interest a larger percentage of philatelists by inclusion of 
general articles, editorials and similar material of all-round 
interest, but this on the other hand often leads to such breaking 
up of the published material into insignificant splinters that it 
fails in its purpose. Today, for a general philatelic magazine 
which is not the mouthpiece for a large philatelic association, 
the only way to be also a financial success is by attracting all 
available advertising. This usually leads not only to deteriora- 
fion of the quality of the reading matter but also to a forced 
meutrality in controversial matters or even a suppressive policy, 
neglecting the duty of philatelic publicity to put its finger. on 
matters which are harmful to our hobby, because the publishers 
ere afraid of offending important advertisers.” 


Much of what Mr. Mueller says is true. It is also true that the 
different ways in which collectors collect is a big headache for the 
dealer as well. We believe however that the dealer himself is most 
to blame for such a situation in that most of them are eager to sell 
the prospective customer and get his money and get him out of the 
shop rather than try to explain the true fundamentals of specializ- 
ing in a single country or a group of countries and thus making a 
real philatelist out of him rather than just a stamp collector. The 
new type of dealer however is not of the type capable of doing this 
so that perhaps accounts for the easy way out. 

As a —_— of 50 years experience I can say that Linn’s 
Weekly follows the policy it does as regards matter to be published 
because we have found it the most practical and profitable one, a 
policy which has brought it to the top of the pile in circulation. 

Some few years ago the official organ of the American Phila- 
telic Society used up several pages in a dozen or so issues of its 
journal to run a highly.specialized article on Afghanistan, I believe. 
Besides the space used, much was spent for illustrations, To our 
way of thinking this was a gross waste of money and space in a 
publication whereby we doubt if one percent of the membership of 
the society were in any way interested in or even read the article. 
We have long believed that the major societies would do far better 
by concentrating on the publication of handbooks which should be 
self supporting, no handbook on the subject unless there was a 
sufficient market for it to cover its cost of production. That is the 
only way that would be fair to all members of the society. We be- 
lieve the societies should confine their monthly journals if they must 
publish one, strictly to society news and reports. Dry reading, yes, 
but at a tremendous saving so that the money could be used for de- 
sirable handbooks which could be kept- for future reference. 

It is a vain desire on the part of society brass that they publish 
a paper, although few of them are profitable and they fail in the 
one biggest thing that use of one of the leading weekly papers could 
do for them and that is to contact thousands upon thousands of 
non-members who might be induced to become members of a society. 

I may seem to be getting away from the subject as stated by 
Mr. Mueller but there are hundreds of factors that enter into the 
problem he discussed and we want to speak our opinion on some of 
them in replying. 

Yes, it is true that the philatelic publication of today must de- 
pend on advertising in order to succeed. This however is true of 
over 90% of all publications of a general nature so what is wrong 
with that. 

This however need not lead to deterioration in the reading 
matter as Mr. Mueller states. It is perhaps true that it does do this 
especially with regard to forced neutrality in controversial matters 
as Mr. Mueller states. This point however can not be chalked up 
against Linn’s. It is because we have never been afraid to speak 
on controversial matters that has made Linn’s the most thoroughly 
read philatelic publication in the United States. Wise dealers know 
that it is the paper that keeps the readers interest at fever heat, 
that it is thoroughly read, and is the best advertising medium. We 
regret that there are a few dealers who think it best to use the lash 
when we print anything that may in any way reflect on their 
activity even though they know they are wrong. 

We call to mind right after the start of the last war when the 
Philippine booklet panes were coming into the market and seemed 
+ a@ questionable item. That was prior to the stink in the Philippine 
Philatelic Agency in Washington. At that time we printed names 
of dealers active in pushing these stamps and one of them, the 
largest dealer in Harrisburg, Pa., promptly canceled his advertising 
eontract and has not given us a line since that date. : 

We could have retaliated by naming the man in print at that 
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“Marvelous collection, Prodgers! 


Of course that’s just one man’s 


opinion.” 


Meet My Friends 
The Precancelers 


Harrington Adams 


There exists among some stamp 
collectors a prejudice against those 
who specialize in the precancel 
field. Happily this unfriendliness is 
being overcome as more and more 
hobbyists make the personal dis- 
covery that precancels are fun. 
No longer a field for children, the 
precanceled stamp calls for study 
and scientific measurements. Some 
collectors outside of the fold can- 
not imagine that precancels have 
value, because they threw them 
away for years. Only when he is 
exposed to the hobby, thru the fine 
catalogs, or by personal contact 
with a “precan fan’’, does the 
average collector see the sense of 
saving the stamps. 

If questioned by a non-believer, 
the precancel enthusiast will ex- 
plain that he collects Americana, 
instead of foreign islands. He col- 
lects places he has been, instead of 
countries he never expects to see. 
He collects his home town and 
home state, instead of pictures of 
Hitler and King Farouk. 

The hobby can be presented as 
a branch of U. S. collecting which 
is without limitation. Something a 
person can work on for years and 
still find hands ful! of stamps new 
to his collection. 

Precancel collectors ‘are great 
traders but you do not have to be 
a sharp trader to belong to this 
faction. The seasoned precanceler 
passes out more stamps gratis 
than he trades. Those who do not 
have an accumulation can buy for 
pennies. However friendship and 
mutual assistance count for more 
than money in this game. One 
never knows when a friend will 
turn up with a gift that will fill 
the empty space in an album. 

In search of news, I made a study 
of precancel collectors at meetings 
in Illinois, Indiana and at the last 
PSS convention in Dallas, Texas. 
Television, I found, interferes with 
stamp activities in over 90 percent 
of the homes that are equipped 
with this new entertainment. 
This picture interference, 
I should judge is not confined to 
precancel collectors but probably 
affects all stampers. From my own 
experience, I would guess too that 
as the novelty of the new set wears 
off, we can go back to our stamps 
many evenings each week. 

In accordance with the - survey, 
I can report that one half of the 
precancel collectors also collect 
U. S., general or other stamps. 
One half of them read general 
stamp magazines. It is estimated 
that precancel accumulators, deal- 
ers and collectors number 25,000 in 
the United States. From known 
statistics it can be assumed that 
Linn’s has 5,000 subscribers who 
are interested in precancels. 

The study disclosed that the 
average member of the Precancel 
Stamp Society Inc., has collected 
precans for 17 years. A lot of 





bers have collected for 50 years. 

Most of the large cities and many 
of the states have loeal precancel 
clubs. We found the average PSS 
member belonged to four addition- 
al precancel organizations besides 


the national society. One member |‘ 


belongs to 11 clubs and he really 
gets around to the meetings. Seven 
persons interviewed belonged to 
eight or more. 

To determine the latest prefer- 
ences of precancel collectors, those 
interviewed were asked their first, 
second and third interests in the 
many ways of collecting. Accord- 
ing to a fair point system it was 
disclosed that at present ‘‘Town 
Collecting’ leads the fraternity. A 
“Town’”’ collector saves one stamp 
from each town regardless of is- 
sue, type or denomination. 

Second in popularity is “Type 
Collecting’. Most of the com- 
munities using precancels have 
had more than one type of can- 
cellation. The ‘‘Type’”’ enthusiast 
saves one of each ‘‘Type” from 
every town he can acquire. To 
identify the standard types a Type 
List or catalog is required. 

Third. place in the survey is held 
by “State Collectors’. °A ‘‘State’’ 
fan collects everything from one 
state, all towns, all types all is- 
sues and all denominations. State 
collectors are usually the authori- 
ties on local precancels as they 
see them all. 

While “Bureau Prints” rank 
fourth in points they are still the 
second or third choice of many col- 
lectors who have switched to the 
more popular forms of collecting. 
The Bureau Print has the advant- 
age of being printed when the 
stamp is issued and a current 
catalog is always available. 

There was a time when practi- 
cally all precancel collectors were 
“General” collectors. That means 
that they saved all precancels 
from every state. That some are 
left is shown by the fact that 
“General Collecting’ still holds 
fifth placé altho many of the old 
bulky accumulations have been 
broken up to be sold or traded for 
stamps needed in smaller special- 
ized collections. 

Other ways of collecting precan- 
cels are_also popular. The new- 
comer can take his choice. What- 
ever the choice, it will be found 
that precancels are fun.

Remember last week when I 
quoted from the Topeka, Kansas 
and the New Bedford, Mass. news- 
papers which claimed in their re- 
spective articles that their circu- 
lation managers had been respon- 
sible for the origination of the 
Newsboys commem? 

I learn from a Post Office De- 
partment release telling of those 
present for the first day ceremon- 
ies that equal honor was bestowed 
on four men who had a hand in 
getting the stamp. They are Har- 
old C. Hult of the Capital-Journal, 
Topeka, Kans.; James J. Morri- 
sey of the Journal-Herald, Day- 
ton, Ohio; Arthur Phillips of the 
Star, Anniston, Ala; and Jere- 
miah J. Kelleher of the Standard- 
Times, New Bedford, Mass. 

Each of the above plus other 
officers and members of the Cir- 
culation Managers Association were 
presented with albums containing 
an autographed pane of the News- 
boys issue. 


1. In the design of the commem 
to mark the 100th anniversary of 
the establishment of the Smithson- 
ian Institution which many of you 
have visited in Washington, D. C.

This week, as you can discover 
with little trouble, our paper is 
featuring precancel stamp collect- 
ing under the sponsorship of the 
Precancel Stamp Society. Now 
whether you are, or are not pre- 
sently involved with precancels, I 
would suggest you read the various 
articles. 

If nothing else, you will add to 
your fund of knowledge of stamps - 
and it won’t be hard to do — for 
all this precancel material is in- 
teresting and informative. Nothing 
“‘sticky”’ or ‘‘technical’’. 

Those of you looking for more 
philatelic activity in the United 
States field, and wanting to avoid 
a lot of financial outlay, can hard- 
ly do better than the building of 
a topical collection from _ these 
stamps. 

Some years ago, the precancel 
collecting members of the Dayton 
Philatelic Society sponsored a com- 
petition for which the winner re- 
ceived a substantial award in cold 
cash. A féw of the precancellers 
in on that deal were Dale Besom, 
Charles Miller, Dick Fullerton, Bro. 
Alphonse Miller and several others. 
Only non-precancellers were eli- 
gible. 

Always having had an affinity 
for honestly earned cash, I won 
that money with a precancel collec- 
tion I labeled as ‘‘Rueth’s Folly’’. 
I had a grand time swapping, beg- 
ging and buying the items which 
filled its pages. I still have it. 

Due to other ‘‘philatelic vices” 
which have since claimed more of 
my attention, it has been neglected, 
but I’m still gathering. stamps to 
put in it “‘one of these days’’!! 


There comes a matter of some 
seriousness which a bit more in- 
formation distributed on both sides 
of the fence will avoid in similar 
future instances. 

It concerns the inauguration of 
Highway Post Office Service on 
two different routes on the same 
day from the same city.

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way a wide awake clerk can dis- 
patch them properly and all will 
come out correctly. 

It happened that at this city 
even though packets of covers were 
clearly marked as to their destina- 
tion, both batches were placed for 
service on one or the other routes, 
and not on both as intended. I 
know of one dealer who was seri- 
ously embarassed in that way plus 
collectors writing to me wanting 
to know what they can do to get 
redress. 

Reports accompanying such let- 
ters tell that the respective post- 
masters can’t, or don’t intend to 
do anything about it. In my opin- 
ion that is a local attitude on the 
matter and not the policy of the 
Post Office Department, for the 
Washington officials have been con- 
sicerate of the requirements of our 
hobby. 

To help themselves HPO cover 
collectors should sort into indivi- 
dual packets the covers they want 
to go on each route at such double 
inaugural cities. And such packets 
should have a short clearly written 
note giving the destination. 

The Post Office Department 
should make an effort to see that 
the personnel handling these covers 
clearly understand what is wanted 
by collectors, and see that these 
are enforced. 


Some unknown Chicago (presum- 
ably) reader sent me one of the 
1893 Columbian Exposition stamp- 
ed envelopes cancelled on Colum- 
bus Day October 12. Nice surprise. 

Chicago was the scene of the 
exposition, and I have always 
liked the embossed stamp as one 
of the best produced by the United 
States. 


In the June 30 column I men- 
tioned the efforts being put forth 
by Henry K. Finne, P. O. Box 1031, 
Indianapolis, Ind. and Tom White 
of the Indianapolis Star in promot- 
ing a stamp in honor of the late 
General George S. Patton. Patton 
will probably be remembered as 
the most colorful and one of the 
finest military tacticians of World 
War II. 

Mr. Finne reports that a great 
deal of support for the project 
has been received not only from 
stamp clubs, but from civie and 
fraternal groups, and members ef 
the military.

Churches and religious 
groups have gone after them heavi- 


The POD might not print addi- 
tional stocks, so for your own pro- 
tection if you haven’t your regular 
allotment of them, better get go- 
ing. Remember the 5 cent New 
York Airmails.

two years ago, I helped our friends 
of the host club, the Chicago Pre- 
cancel Club, to register the visitors. 
It was then suggested that I col- 
lect ‘‘Boys’ and Girls’ Names’’. In 
fact some of the collectors present 
gave me towns like Florence, Ala., 
and Ada, Okla., to start my hob- 
by. 

As a former teacher in the 
Chicago schools I had, I thought, 
some familiarity with given names 
but I soon found that I needed 
guide books for the less common 
ones. Now I use four books and 
numerous lists for names and ori- 
gins. My collection is confined to 
names in common usage. 

Never having seen such a group- 
ing of precancels, I planned my 
own system of a-rangement. Keep- 
ing the Boys and Girls in separate 
volumes, I use blank pages in 
three ring binders. Each given 
name I write in Boys’ and Girls’ 
Names script which is easier for 
me than printing. Then I type after 
the name the derivation such as 
“Celtic”, ‘‘Anglo Saxon’’, ‘‘Latin’’, 
“Hebrew”, etc. Under this I give 
the accepted definition of the name 
as all standard names have a 
meaning such as “Manly” for 
Charles. In the space below the 
heading I hinge stamps such as

towns containing that name. Some 
names like Glen and Marion apply 
to both girls and boys and I save 
two copies, one for each album.

I have, I believe, 
picked an interesting field and can 
recommend thematic collecting to 
newcomers in the precancel hobby.

AUSTRALIA It was reliably re- 
ported that the Australian Post- 
master General had acceded to 
insistent demands from collectors 
for the reprinting of the short lived 
6% pence brown stamp. 

In order to verify this rumor, 
the writer called at the office of 
the Australian Trade Commission 
in New York, where he was in- 
formed that due to the persistent 
rumors, they had cabled to Aus- 
tralia and received a reply that it 
had been decided NOT TO RE- 
PRINT this 64% pence brown stanap. 

THIS IS OFFICIAL, so do not 
wait for price to drop, but get 
this stamp now, before further ad- 
vances. 

AUSTRALIA It has been official- 
ly announced that the 1/3d stamp, 
No. 211, will no longer be printed, 
but will be available until stocks 
on hand are exhausted. However, 
the only supply available are poor- 
ly centered copies, good for pos- 
tage, but not suitable for collectors. 
It is suggested that this stamp be 
obtained before the inevitable ad- 
vance in price. 

ASCENSION, The 10 shillings 
stamp (Scott’s No. 49) is priced 
by Scott at $2.80 regardless of per- 
foration. Perforated 134% Gibbon’s 
price is 30/- and Commonwealth 
Catalogue price 1s 32 shillings. This 
perforation variety is hard _ to 
locate and the present catalogue 
prices are too low.

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SPECIAL PRECANCEL 
(Continued from Page 1) 





The most popular group of pre- 
eancels for collecting are the Bu- 
reau Prints—precancels made by 
the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing. Because records are available 
on all such printings by the Bur- 
eau, this is the most completely 
and accurately cataloged branch 
of precancels. 

Bureau prints began to be is- 
sued in 1923, and only about 6,000 
varieties have appeared to date. 
Because of the way they are man- 
ufactured, Bureau prints are con- 
sidered by many to be recognizable 
varieties of United States stamps. 

At the present time, a highly 
popular field is town collecting. 
About 15,000 different post offices 
in the United States have issued 
precancels. Town collectors con- 
tent themselves with trying to get 
one precancel from each of these 
towns. No one has succeeded in 
building a complete ,town collec- 
tion. About 15 to 20 new post of- 
fices are authorized to use precan- 
cels per month. 

One step beyond town collecting 
is type collecting. Type collectors 
try to get one stamp precanceled 
with each device that has’ ever 
been supplied to precanceling post 


fers more challenge than town col- 
lecting, because many of the older 
types have been obsolete for many 
years. It also requires considerably 
more study of precanceling devices 
and more knowledge of precancels 
than does town collecting. 

A classic method of limiting the 
field of precancel collecting is to 
collect only the precancels from 
a given state or group of states. 
Most usually, the collector’s home 
state is chosen. Even a state with 
relatively few precanceling offices 
and precancel varieties will give 
the collector a merry chase. 

Some collectors prefer to try to 
build a complete collection of Uni- 
ted States postage stamps, each in 
precanceled condition. Such a col- 
lection is called ‘‘Synoptic.” Al- 
though many U. S. stamps are 
plentiful in precanceled condition, 
others are very rare, and still oth- 
ers were only precanceled for phil- 
atelic purposes. Many serious col- 
lectors deplore the existence of 
such ‘“‘favor’’ precancels, which 
have tended to give synoptic col- 
lecting a bad name. 

Denomination collectors attempt 
to obtain one precancel from each 
state and territory of each denom- 
ination. Complete sets of recent 
issues from the % cent to the $1 
value are comparatively easy to 
complete from the more populous 
States, but are almost impossible 
to complete from some western 
and southern states and from the 
territories. 

Some collectors prefer to limit 
their ‘interests to specific issues 
of U. S. stamps, some to precan- 
cels made in a specific manner, 
some to precancels showing the 
initials of the user and month of 
use--so-called ‘‘dateds.’’ There are 
nearly as many ways to collect 
precancels as there are collectors. 
The same is true for methods of 
mounting precancel collections. 
These observations reflect one of 
the most delightful aspects of the 
hobby-every collector is free to 
collect what he wants in the way 
he wants, without being criticized 
by other collectors. 


ABOUT THE 
PRECANCEL STAMP SOCIETY 


The Precancel Stamp Society, 
Inc., is the largest organized group 
of precancel collectors and the 
only such body that is national in 
scope. Although the great majori- 
ty of its 1,000 members reside in 
the United States, it has members 
in every populated continent of 
the world. 

The present-day society is the 
outgrowth of two earlier organiza- 
tions of collectors of precanceled 
stamps. The International Precan- 
cel Club was organized in 1910 
and, by 1921, had 111 members 
but was relatively inactive. 

At about this time, a rival pre- 
cancel group was organized under 
the name, Precancel Club of 
America. This group grew rapidly 
and changed its name in 1922 to 
‘The Precancel Stamp Society.” 
In August, 1923, these two organi- 
zations merged to form the pre- 
sent society, which was incorporat- 
ed under the laws of the state of 
New York in 1937. 

During its 30-year history, the 
society has had a number of offi- 
cial organs, including the Philate- 
lic Gossip, Precancel Bee, and Pre- 
cancel Optimist. Since 1949, the 
society has owned its official or- 
gan, the Precancel Forum, now 
the only national magazine devoted 
exclusively to precancels. Every

Dr. Alexander Fraenkel of New 
York City is the author of a re- 
cently released booklet, — 
From Israel” which will appea

What will intrigue most of the 
readers will be the Comparative 
Price Indicator with a formula 
developed by Dr. Fraenkel which 
makes it possible to evaluate an 
item in the currency of any na- 
tion.

all his precans in a cigar box to 
be passed on, for free, to any 
“chump who wastes his time on 
such trash.” If you have any 
collector friends like this (and may 
they live long and multiply,) cher- 
ish them, cultivate their friendship, 
and if you don’t want their accum- 
ulations just mail them to me! 

Precancels can be collected in 
more different ways than any 
group of stamps I am able to re- 
call. There is the general collector 
who goes after everything. Some 
collect only a certain state, both 
towns and types, or general. Some 
are specialists in certain issues, 
such as the classics, or commem- 
oratives. There are Bureau collect- 
ors, fractional collectors, and only 
heaven knows how many others. 
Take your pick — you can always 
switch over to another branch. 

But the collecting of precancels 
under topical groups offers one of 
the best fields, especially for one 
who desires a ‘“‘side-line” to his 
regular collecting, and who is not 
yet fully informed in the more 
technical aspects of precancel col- 
lecting. I think it is even more 
fun than any other field. 

Since precancels seldom come to 
mind when one mentions the word 
‘topical’, let’s see what can be 
done along this line. 

Take Amc ‘can place names, for 
example. Have you ever wondered 





j how-come some of the odd names 


on towns? A collection of precans 
bearing odd names makes an in- 
teresting showing to anyone. I 
have such towns as Neck. Rising 
Fawn, Peculiar, Enigma, Accident, 
Muleshoe, Sleepy Eye, and many 
others in my collection. This group 
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takes the trouble to dig out the 
“‘story-behing-the-name.” 1 type 
these stories in a condensed form 
beside the stamp. 

One day while sorting over a 
bunch of precans, I came across 
Alpha, IL, and Omega, Ga. What 
a natural pair! Thinks I, can this 
be developed further. It can I 
now have dozens of these pairs 
of associated names, a few of them 
being Golden (Colo.) and Rule 
(Tex.), Speed (Ind.) and Accident 
(Md.), and this pair, appropriately 
enough repose beside “Bourbon 
(Mo.) and Rye (N. Y.). 

Many celebrated names are pre- 
sent such as Romulus and Remus, 
Stanley and Livingston, Hope and 
Crosby, Burns and Allen, and 
others. The early West is brought 
to mind by Rodeo and Roundup, 
Wells-Fargo, and Winchester Rifle. 
Even the underworld comes in for 
its share as Crook and San Quentin. 
It is surprising how hard it is 
to get the last half of a pair. 
Seems that one of them is al- 
ways a “toughie.’”’ (Anybody got 
a Romance, Ark, to go with my 
Neck, Mo.?) 

Some of the other groups which 
I colleet, and there are dozens of 
groupings I have not yet started, 
are towns whose names are spelled 
with three letters. There are 49 of 
them in the United States. Just 
try to get ’em all. 

There is a section in my collec- 
tion with names of foreign coun- 
tries, such Hayti, Cuba, Peru, Bra- 
zil, ete. Also a section with names 
of other states like Virginia, Minn., 
Dakota Ill., Maine, N. Y., and 
others. 

There are many other possibili- 
ties, some easier than others. One 
of the most interesting collections 
I have seen was a large collection 
of names of Indian origin, and 
the owner had done some exten- 
sive research into translations, etc. 
Also, the language from which de- 
rived such as the Cherokee, Sioux, 
Algonquin, etc. Biblical names of- 
fer an extensive field, for there 
are many of them. You may go 
after names of flowers, trees, min- 
erals, gems, and dozens of other 
classifications. In short. your imag- 
ination is your only limit. 

One of the great pleasures of 
precancel collecting is the fine 
group of collectors you meet, either 
personally, or by correspondence, 
They always seem glad to help 
in their duplicates. Of course, some- 
times they have an ulterior mo- 
tive...maybe you will have some 
thing they need, too, but ‘‘swap- 
ping precans”’ is one of the plea- 
sures of collecting. 

Very little equipment is needed 
to collect in this manner. No tech- 
nical knowledge is required at all. 
You will need a blank album, or 
one with quadrille ruled pages. Al- 
so, a copy of the Precancel Town 
List is indispensable since it lists 
all of the over 14,000 towns author- 
ized to use precancels at the date 
of publication. . 

You should also have a copy of 
the latest Official Postal Guide 
which can be secured from the 
Superintendent _of Documents in 
Washington. It is almost essential 
if you go after the ‘“‘pairs’” gs 
described above. You will locate 
one half of a possible pair, such 
as Call, Texas, and wonder if there 
is something to match up. There is 
..an Echo, Oregon, or a Clarion, 
Iowa. 

By all means join one of the 
Precancel Stamp societies. You 
will be able to locate much good 
material from their sales and ex- 
change books. Get your philatelic 
friends to save their precancels 
for you, and keep you fingers cross- 
ed hoping that the bug will not 
bite them. 

If you play golf with the local 
manager of the Montgomery Ward 
store in your town you have it 
made. M-W Dateds are good swap- 
ping material. The waste baskets 
in business houses and in the 
post office may be a gold mine. 

If you ever go into a post office 
and see someone with his head 
buried in the wastebasket and 
only the posterior position of his 
anatomy in view, don’t laugh. You 
may be doing it yourself some- 
day. Such sources have often been 
the origin of many a “find” in 
precancels. 

In conclusion, let your imagina- 
tion run loose. I have mentioned 
only a few of the possibilities. 
There are many more. And if, 
after you have read this far (al- 
ways providing you have had the 
pati nce), you are still cold to the 
possibilities for fun in precancels, 
and you want to know what to do 
wit!. that box of precans you have 
been kicking around for the last 
few years, just drop me a line, 
brother, just drop me a line. Who 
knows, maybe that darned Ro- 
mance, Ark. is at the bottom of
